G.S.R. 911(E) :—In exercise of the powers confentd by 
clause (5) of article 324 of the Constitution, the President 
is pleased to make the following iults for regulating the 
conditions of service and tenure of office c f the Election 
Commissioners (other than the Chief Election Ccmmis- 
sioner), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Election Commissions s’ (Conditions ot 
Service) Rules, 1989 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of (her publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Salary.—There shall be paid to an Election Com¬ 
missioner a salary at the rate of eight thousand rupees per 
mensem: 

Provided that if a person who, immediately before the 
date of assuming office as an Election’Commissioner, seas 
in receipt of, or being eligible so to do, had elected to draw, 
a pension (other than a disability or wound pension) in 
respect of any previous service under the Government of 
India or under the Government of a State, his salaiy in res¬ 
pect of service as an Election Commissiomr shall be reduced: 

(a) by the amount of that pension; and 

(b) if he had, before assuming office, receivtd, in lieu 

oi a portion of the pension due to him in respect of 
such previous service, the commuted vtlue thereof, 
by the amount of that portion of the pension. 

3. Term of office. —An ELction Commissioner shall hold 
office for a term of live years from the date on which he 
assumes such office or until he attains the age of slxty-flve 
years, whichever happens earlier. 

Provided th«t he may, at anv time, by writing under his 
hand, addressed to the Pressident, resign his office. 

Explanation.—This rule shall also apply to a person hold¬ 
ing office, immediately before the commencement of these 
rules, as an Election Commissioner and, in relation to him, 
the term of five years shall be computed from the date on 
which he had assumed such office. 

4. Leave.—(1) A person, who, immediately before the 
date of assuming office as an Election Commissionei, was 
,n the service of the Government, may be gifln'ed during 
nis lemre of office, but not thereafter, leave in accordance 
with the rules for the time being applicable to the Service 

to which he belonged btfoie ^uth date his service as a 
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Election Commissionei being treated for the purpose ot these 
rules as continuing service counting for leave in the Ser¬ 
vice to which he belonged. 

(2) Any other pel son who is appointed as an Election 
Commissioner may be granted, during his tenure of office, 
bu< not thereafter leave in accordance with such rules as are 
for the time being applicable to the members of the Indian 
Administrative Service. 

(3) T.ic pv.vrr to grant or refuse leave to an Election 
Commissioner and to revoke or curtail leave granted to him 
shall vest in the President. 

5. Pension and gratuity.—(1) A Person, who, immediately 
before assuming office as an Election Commissioner was 
in the service of the Government, shall, at his option to be 
exercised within a period of six monfiis from the date of his 
assumption of office as an El ;ction Commissioner, be entitled 
to draw his pens'onani other retirement benefits under the 
rules applicable to the Service to which he belonged with 
effect from such date *. 

Provided that, in such an event, his pay as On Election 
Commissioner shall be reduced by an amount equivalent 
to the gr>ss pension (including any portion of the pension 
which may have been commuted) and he shall also be entitled 
to pension for the service rendered as an Election Com¬ 
missioner as provided in sub-rule (3). 

(2) A person who immediately before assuming office as 
an Election Commissioner, was in the service of the Govern¬ 
ment, shall .if he does not exetcisc the option mentioned 
in sub-rule (1), be entitled to count his service as an Election 
Commissioner for pension and retirement benefits under the 
rales applicable to the Service to which he belonged immed- 
diately before such appointment. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of sub-rules (1) and (2), a 
person who, immediately before assuming office as an Elec¬ 
tion Cvmmhsioner, was not inthe service of the Government, 
shall, on his ceasing to hold office as an Flection Com¬ 
missioner, be paid (whether on the expiry of term or a.i a 
result of resignation) a pension at the rates specified in sub¬ 
rule (4) : 

Provided that no such pension shall be payable to a 
person— 

(a) unless he has completed not less than three years of 
service for pension as an Election Commissioner; 
or 

(b) if he has been removed from the office of an Election 
Commissioner. 

Explanation.— Subject to Explanation II to sub-rule (4), 
the pension payable to any person under this sub-rule shall, 
if he is already in receipt of any other pension, be in addition 
to such other pension. 

(4) The pension payable under sub-rule (3) shall:— 

(a) in the case of a person who has completed five years 
of service as an Election Commissioner, be on amount 
of rupees eight thousands four hundred per annum; 
and 

(b) in the case of a person who has rendered service as 
an Election Commissioner for a period of three years 
or more but less than five years, be an amount cal¬ 
culated by multiplying the completed years of service 
for pension by the amount of the maximum pension 

admssible under clause (a) and shall be divided 
by five. 
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“Explanation I.—The duration of service of a person as 
an Flection Commissioner shall be computed in terms of 
completed years; but if the balance of service rendered is 
six months or more, additional benefit of half a year 
pension may be al lowed, * 

Explanation II,—Every person who is sanctioned pen¬ 
sion under this rule shall be eligible for graded relief in 
pension at the rates applicable to Central Government 
officers from time to time. The amount of pension, in¬ 
cluding the pension, if any, which he is already in receipt of, 
plus the graded relief in pension, granted to a person who 
hag served as a n Election Commissioner shall not, however, 
exceed the over-all ceiling fixed by the Central Government 
for an officer of equivalent grado from time to time. 

(5) A person who has held the office of an Election Com¬ 
missioner shall, on demrttlng the said office, be paid a gratuity 
at the rate of one-fourth of his monthly emoluments for each 
completed six monthly periods of service as An Election 
Commissioner, subject to a maximum of rupees fifty thousnd 
including the amount, if any, of gratuity already received 
by him on retirement from service under the Government. 

(6) For the purposes of gratuity admissible tinder 
sub-mle(J), emoluments shall be Subject to a maximum of 
eight thousand rupees per mensem, and shall be reckoned 
in accordance with rule 33 of the Central Civil Services 
(Pension) Rules, 1972, 

6 Commutation of pension,—The Civil Service Pension 
(Commutation) Rules for the time being in force shall with 
such adaptations as may be made therein by the President 
apply to a person who has held office as an Election Com¬ 
missioner, 

7. Provident Fund.—Every person holding office as an 
Election Commissioner shall be entitled to the General 
Provident Fund (Central Services); 

Provided that a person holding office as an Election Com¬ 
missioner who is a member of an All-India Service or has 
held any other pensionable civil post under the Government 
shall continue to subscribe to the Provident Fund to which 
he was subscribing before his appointment as an Election 
Commissioner. 

8. Other conditions of service.—Save as otherwise ex¬ 
pressly provided in these rules, the other conditions of service 
of a person holding office as an Election Commissioner 
including his emoluments during any period of duty out of 
India, and his travelling allowance while travelling on duty, 
shall be determined by the rules for the time being applica- 
able. to an officer of the Central Government holding the 
rank of a Secretary to that Government; 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall have effect so as 
to give a person who, immediately befoe the date of assuming 
office as an Election Commissioner was in the service of the 
Government, less favourable terms in respect of any of the 
matters aforesaid than those to which he would have been 
entitled as a‘ member of the Service to which he belonged, 
his service as an Election' Commissioner being treated for 
the purposes of this proviso as continuing service in the 
Service to which be belonged. 

9. Special provision to person appointed as an Election 
Commissioner in casual vacaticy,— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 3, when a 
person is appointed to act as an Election Commissioner in a 
casual vacancy in that office, the term of office of the person 
appointed to act in such vacancy shall be such period (not 
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extending bbyond the date on which he attains the age of 
sixty-five years) as may be specified in the order of his appo¬ 
intment and the other conditions of service of any such per¬ 
son, so far as may be, shall be as provided in these rules.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

In pursuance of the recommendations of the Fourth Pay 
Commission, Government decided to revise the scales of pay of 
the various Posts in the Central Government Departments 
itnd offices w.c.f. 1-1-1986. Government have decidea that 
the pay of the Chief Election Commissioner, a Constitutional 
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authority, should be revised to Rs. 8,000/- per month with 
effect fiom 1-1-1986. Hence, it has become mcissi'iy to 
give retrospective ellect to the proposed amendment of 
the rules.
